2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and usefUl process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim 1 1 is introduced as a program, which is non-statutory. Furthermore, it is said to 
have instructions on it that are operable to cause a processor to perform a method. As claimed, 
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the program does not actually cause the processor to perform a method but is just operable to 
(i.e. capable of) causing a processor to function. A program (regardless of the body of claim 1 1 
reciting steps carried out by a computer) is considered functional descriptive material embodied 
as data structure which defined by a set of instructions, which is non-statutory (see MPEP 
2106.01 [R-6] I). 

Claim 12 recites the same computer program as a product that again is "operable to 
cause" a processor to perform a method, but again does not actually cause the processor to 
operate. 

Applicant's specification does not go beyond the language of the claims to clarify or 
elaborate on the program's execution. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest mixing interpolated and extrapolated image 
data in converting a scan rate, as is claimed.
